Owing to the enlargement of the Manchester Royal Exchange the 
building at 14, Cross Street, in which the Textile Institute has 
been housed from its foundation, is to be taken down. New 
premises had, therefore, to be found. The Council appointed a com¬ 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. F. R. McConnel (Hon. Treasurer), 
F. Lye, and F. Robinson, to act with the Secretary. This com¬ 
mittee reported that premises at 16, St. Mary’s Parsonage, in the 
building belonging to the Manchester Geographical Society, were 
exceptionally well suited as a home for the Institute. The recom¬ 
mendation was accepted by the Council and the premises are now 
occupied by the Institute. 

It is satisfactory to note that the new premises are better suited 
for the purposes of the Institute than were the old premises. 

The Council hope that Members will avail themselves more 
freely of the facilities offered than has been the case in the past.
